Karl Dunwell succumbed after going without food for five 
days. He had been imprisoned for vontempt: of court because 
he insisted on re-occupying his home after being ejected. 

Several of the hunger striking prisoners in the Cork jail 
ure declared to be at the point of death. ,Today the hunger 
strikers reecived the following message from Lord Mayor Mac- 
Swiney from Brixton jail: 

“Greetings to all comrades in Cork jail. T am with them 
in spirit, thinking of them always and praying hourly for their 
welfare.’”’

Conditions as to Minimum Wage 
And Hours of Labor to Receive 
Attention 


A meeting of the advisory commit- 
tee appointed under the Factor’es act 
will be held in the legislative build- 
ing on Wednesday morning at 10 a.m, 
for the purpose of investigating con- 
ditions as to the minimum wage, 
hours of labor for boys under eighteen, 
and women, 

The chairman of the committee ts 
J. N. McLeod, ch’ef factory inspector 
under the Factories act of Alberta, 
the other members of the commission 
being T. S. Gaetz, of Red Deer, repre- 
sentative of the rental section; I. Mil- 
ton Martin, who is acting on behalf 
of the manufacturers; Walter Smit- 
ten, of Calgary, secretary of the Al 
berta Federation of Labor; R, Me- 
Creath, of the same body, and Mrs, 
Lewis, inspector under the factories 
act, who is secretary to the advisory 
board. 

AS a result of a conference between 
the Compensat'on board and the gov- 
ernment last fall, it was arranged that 
as soon as the Compensation board 
could get power to promulgate and 
set safety standards they would take 
over all inspections regarding safety 
and sanitation in premises governed 
by the Compensation act. 

During the last session of the leg- 
islature power was given to the board 
in regard to inspections and since 
that time inspections have not been 
carried out under the Factories act tn 
those premises governed by the Com- 
pensation board. 


The minimum wages and hours of | 


labor in these premises are dealt with 


by the inspectors of the Factory act) 


through complaints only, this arrange- 
ment being entered into to do away 
with the duplication of inspections.

} Council on Tuesday night received 
a recommendation from the mayor

This, however, did not go through, 
for te reason that Ald. McLennan 
lasked that the matter should be left 
over to the next meeting, and Ald. 
Hepburn, also, did not want a hurried 
decision, as he was interested in one 
of the teams securing sat'sfactory 
terms. . 

Therefore decision was left over, 
but it may come up for settlement at 
a special meeting before the date of 
the regular one. 

There was considerable interest, 
in the discussion that occurred for the 
reason that Mr. Campbell, better 
known as “Shorty” Campbell, came 
before council and asked that the 
renting fo the arena be thrown open 
for tender. He contended that as it 
was a mun'‘cipally owned building, 
all citizens had the right to make a 
bid for it. Something had been said 
about the lessees of last year having a 
| prior right, but he heid that if such 
was the case, he had a priority as 
| Sood as any, as he was the first to 
}open the arena with hockey. Also, 
it was his aim to enourage and help 
train the young players, and for 15 
years he had worked ‘!n the interests 
of clean sport in this city, All he 
now asked was that the 
{thrown open for 
tender, and that the highest bidder, 
provided that the guarantees were sat- 
isfactory, should be accepted.

Alleged Rent Profiteering. 

At the next meeting of council, Ald. 
Sheppard w'll bring in a resolution 
jthat the council ask the Dominion 
government to give powers to muni- 
| cipal councils to deal with cases of 
rent profiteering, and similar mat- 
ters. 
| This arose out of an application 
made by Captain Johnson, who ask- 
ed council if some action could not be 
taken by that body ‘n dealing with the 
Owners of an apartment block on 
114th street. He stated that the rents 
had been raised 20 per cent. last year 
and 30 per cent. this year, and he he- 
lieved it to be the highest rented 
block in the city. The tenants were 
now all required to sign an agree- 
ment to take their apartments for 
a year, or failing that, they must get 
cut by Oct. 1st. The block was in the 
hands of the Northern Investment

A NEW CANADIAN BOY HERO 

“The year that I left the weet to 
live in the United States,” said Miss 
Laut, “Galicians and Doukabours were 
coming in great numbers to make 
their homes in Canada.

The League will not stop | 
revolutions; for the reason that it} 
cannot. Europe proves that. The! 
League is a going concern; Europe 
is convulsed with revolution; and 
the League does not know what to 
do about it. 
| But if the Leagne cannot prevent 
revolutions how is it going to pre- 
vent war? Most revolutions lead to! 
war. A pretty large proportion of

Though but a lonely group of build- 
{ngs on the inhospitable shores of 
stormy Lake Athabasca, and far 
from the haunts of men, Olaf Olsen, 
trapper from Fond du ac etates 
that the little settlement on the edge 
of the barrens has many attractions 
for him, and althourh he has not been 
“out'’ since 1912, that the elties pall 
and he is anxious to get back again. 

Mr. Olsen Is a guest at the Corona 
and detailed many interesting facts 
to a Bulletin reporter, illustrating in 
a foreible manner that.the dangers 
of the wilderness are as nought com- 
pared with the perils of railway travel 
on the McMurray line, 

During the journey down this gen- 
tleman was one of the party who 
were put to the necessity of prying 
the train out of the muskeg and 
making various repairs en) route be- 
fore the line wag considered safe to 
venture over. 

Fond du Lac is at the extreme east 
end of Lake Athabasca, and is dis- 
tant about two and a half days’ journ- 
ey by sail boat from Fort Chipewyan 
{mn tha open season, while by dogs 
over the ice the same journey occupies 
about four days, 

All the travel ig along the south 
shore of the lake, the reason for this 
being that the north shore is heavily 
indented with bays which the small 
boats must of necessity follow, mak- 
ing the voyage very much longer than 
by the south éhore route. 

Take Athabasca is Stormy 

The lake is at times very stormy 
and a high wind ig usual so thn small 
open boats and canoes cannot venture 
to make a direct crossing but must 
hug the shore, hence the south side 
of the lake, with its almost straight 
coast line is favored, 

Fond dw Lac itself does not boast 
of much in the way of civic improve- 
ments, and the buildings are confin- 
ed to the posts of the Hudson's Bay 
company, the Lamson Hubband com- 
pany, the Roman Catholic mission, in 
addition to the shacks of half a dozen 
white trappers and the teepees and 
cabins of the Tndians, 

The land at ‘ond du Lac te almost 
entirely barren, being a rock forma- 
tion with occasi nal pockets of soil, 
and the small gardens have to be 
tiade by the laborious process of 
hauling the earth to one particular 
Place, ekeing this out with leaves and 
a@ny other vegetable matter which will 
produce growth 

Potatoes are xrown and also some 
of the hardy vegetables, but accord- 
ing to the visitor, agriculture is not 
recommended as a pursuit at Fond 
du «Lac, 

Some years ago # large quantity of 
valuable machinery for mining pur- 
poses was taken in, but is stil! on 
the beach rusting to pieces, as the 
owner who wert “out” has never re- 
turned to seommence operations, 

This machinery was brought in for 
the purpose of drilling for mica, but 
Mr. Olsen is of the opinion that this 
mineral lies further to the east, and 
cay be found in a continuation of 
the Laurentian formation east of 
Reindeer Inke, 

In the opinion of the visitor, min-

Though very childlike and simple, 
these tribes are described as being of 
magnificent physique, and when strip- 
ped, their (bodies are just a mass 
of knotted muscle 

Mr. Olsen can see no European an- 
cestry in these tribes, judged from 
their facial expression, and states 
that they possess distinct Mongolian 
features, and in his opinion there is 
}mo doubt but that their ancestors at 
some distant date crossed into north 
}America from Asia wy the Behring 
straits, 

These Esquimaux are extreme ly ac- 
itive and are very fond of games, gym- 
jnastics in particular appearing ot 
make a special appeal to them, 

Whether they learned this from the 
whalers, the visitor is not Prepared 
to state, but they have a well de- 
fined system of athletics and are 
specialists on the horizontal bar. When 
a trading camp is made the Esqui- 
maux erect two poles, well braced, car- 
rying a stout.rope of rawhide, which 
is tightly stretched and on which the 
natives perform a variety of ‘‘stunts,” 

They hang by the feet, swing 
over holding on by the elbows and 
|perform a number of similar evolu- 
| tions well known to those who patron- 
ize the vaudeville shows of the cities, 
jand according to Mr. Olsen are both 
sraceful and daring. i 

Esquimaux Now Drink Tea 

| These tribes have now eommenced 
to drink tea, and cook their food, and 
|due to this fact, the visitor states, 
lthat they are yearly coming nearer 
the wooded country as now that they 
have experienced the delights of co »k- 
ed food they must of necessity ob- 
tain fuel for culinary purposes, 

The Indians and the Esquimanx 
live on good terms, but the latter by 
no meang are @g good a hunter as 
the Indian, although of a more far- 
seeing and thrifty disposition. 

Caribou are very plentiful around 
Fond du Lac in the winter and the 
Indians and whites. alike are able 
to obtain as much Meat as they re- 
quire, which now-a-days ie not wasted 
as Indians have learned from the mis- 
|slonaries that it ig sinful to kill with- 
out using. 

Mr. Olson etates that once the cari- 
bou commence to migrate that noth- 
ing will stop them, and that if dozens 
jare shot down the balance of the 
jherd keep moving forward evenly, 
while if one should be frightened it 
will only deviate from the course of 
the mob a few feet and then turn 
again in the general direction of the 
herd, 


Caribou Aro Very Tame 


These animals are very tame and 
can be shot by merely walking up 
to a group and firing. Wolves are | 
in numbers in the Barrens, and fol- | 
jlow the bands of caribou on the look- | 
out for stragglers, but the vis:or ! 
states that they rarely attack a ma., | 
although the Indians claim hat tuwey 
have been chased at times, 

There was remarkably little enow 
in the Lake Athabasca country laet 
winter, and when a trip wae male to 
Fort Chipewyan in January over the 
ice, the firs. heavy snow wag met

Ma!l is received three times at Fond

The dawn of Wednesday, September the first, ushers in another 
offensive against one division of the bird game army along the AI- | 
berta front, this date inaugurating the open season for duck hunting | 
within the province. 

For days the offices of the provincial game guardian have been | 
issuing packets of licenses for the hundreds of distributing agents | 
throughout Alberta, and indications are that the opening day of the 
shooting season will see more huntsmen in the field than ever before. |

holiday, which is generally observed in Si towns and cities, and

minated. In Saskatchewan the season 


is the same is in Alberta this year,

15th to Oct. 22nd, and the bag limit is 
only twenty-five birds. Mr. Lawton! 
estates that prairie chicken are still 
scarce on the prairies but are again 
fairly plentiful in the timber and bush 
lands. Likewise partridge are comiiig ; 
back In many districts. Not more than | 
ten of these game birds may be killed | 
in one day by any licensee. The seaaon | 
remains closed indefinitely for Hun- 
rarian pheasant and swans and cranes. 
Hungarian partridge may bbe killed 
during the month of October, the bag 
being five per day or twenty-five the 
season, 
The Gamo Sanctuaries. 


Some confusion has Leen occasioned

Cttewa that the federal department 
has reserved certain lakes in the pro- 
vince as bird game sanctuaries, hunt- 
ing within these preserves being per- 
missible only under permit from the!

partment has not yet been advised as 
to the full meaning of euch reserva- 
tions and the provincial game wardens | 
will not likely take any action respect- 
ing hunting on these areas until con-| 
forming legislation has been agreed 
upon, These newly created sanctuar- 
jes are Pakowki and Many Islands 
lakes in the Medicine Hat; district | 
Buffalo lake in the Stettler and RBa- 
shaw districts; Miqueton lake, north of 
Camrose; Ministik lake, southeast of 
Edmonton; Birch lake near Innisfree, 
and Lac la Biche. 

Some idea of the extent of bird | 
game hunting in the province may be 
gathered by the 1919 returns, the is- 
sue to resident hunters being 9,286 
licenses, with non-resident licenses 45, | 
and general non-resident licenses 75. / 
Farmers do not require licenses for | 
shooting game birds. The open season 
for deer, moose and caribou opens 
Novemer first and closes Wscemer 
fifteenth.
